While the people in many parts of 
the country may already be feeling 
the pinch of the energy crisis and are 
taking the President’s efforts to cut 
back fuel consumption seriously, we 
doubt if the people rn this part of West 
Texas will really take it seriously 
until the problem becomes more 
acute. 
Unfortunately, unless the world 
situation changes for the better, we 
may see the day that the shortage 
becomes real even here in our area. 
Already there are parts of Texas that 
have had their problems with both 
natural gas and electricity. Even last 
year the Austin area suffered from 
shortages and this was before the 
Middle-East crisis made the matter 
even more grave 
This nation can solve its energy 
shortage but unfortunately it has 
waited so long now that we are going 
to have to live with these shortages 
for the next few years while we are 
waiting on the solutions to take effect. 
It would seem obvious to us that we 
are going to have to wait awhile on 
solving 
all 
our 
environm ental 
problems until we come up with some 
answers to this energy crisis we are 
now 
facing. 
Even 
the 
en­ 
vironmentalists may decide that coal 
smoke is preferable to freezing. 


There is talk of a new industry in 
far West Texas that might even be 
feasible rn this area if the salt-water 
lakes are built on the Brazos north of 
here. The Industry? Shrimp' 
The County Agent of Ward County, 
E. J. Harrison, said recently that 
Panama white shrimp placed in a salt 
water tank near Grandfalls showed 
an 80 percent survival rate and had 
increased their weight 2,000 times in 
six weeks. 
Harrison said the Grandfalls test 
produced six week 
old shrim p 
weighing two grams and within 90 
days, the shrimp should reach about 
IO grams, or eating size. 
“ We started this because we have 
at least 35 acres of saline water that 
averages 13 to 15 parts per million 
salt along the Pecos River at a depth 
of eight feet,” Harrison said. “We 
wanted to find a use for it.” 
He said that West Texas’ climate 
lends itself to shrimp production, and 
investigations are now underway to 
attempt a one acre test pond.
